33. (Twice amended) The composition of claim 32, comprising said gene in combination 
with adriamycin, 5-fluoroifracil, etoposide, camptothecin, actinomycin-D [actimomycin- 
D], mitomycin C, or elsplatin. 

^8. (Amended) The method of claim 97, wherein said non-small cell lung carcinoma cell is a 
squamous [sqamous] carcinoma cell. 



REMARKS 

The amendment to the specification is needed to correct a typographical error in the 
Specification as filed. Support for this amendment can be found in the inventors' Declaration 
previously filed with the U.S. Patent Office. 

Claim 127 was cancelled because the claim, as previously amended, did not introduce 
any further limitations than the claim from which it depended.
